W H ILE YOU, of course, don’t 
wish your children to hear bad 
language they will hear some. r<»- 
gardless of what you do. 
In case

ly to the rule that they shall not 
in your presence call another per­ 
son by an ugly name. you should 
be able to curb profanity rather 
effectively. 
But you should hope that, by 
dealing skillfully with these m at­ 
ters in an atm osphere of love and 
companionship,

over pretty well in your absence; 
and that your child shall learn to 
take responsibility for his own be­ 
havior regardless of what his play­ 
m ates may say or do.

12 — The 
Justice Department Is expected to 
give a long-delayed stamp of ap­ 
proval shortly to a petroleum In­ 
dustry plan to allocate gasoline and 
fuel 
oil, 
informed 
government 
sources said yesterday. 
As soon as the Justice Depart­ 
m ent’s approval is granted. Secre­ 
tary of Interior J. A. Krug probably 
will ask the industry to go ahead 
with the voluntary program. It Is 
designed to avert any widespread 
shortages this harvest season and 
winter. 
Under the .plan, the Industry will 
give priority to requirements of 
the military, farmers and public 
health and safety officials. 
By law, the plan must have Jus­ 
tice Department approval 
before 
it can be put into effect. It was 
submitted 
to the department 
In 
June. 
Other main points of the plan 
are: 
* 
►Industry Is to supply refiners, 
processors and distributors mainly 
on the basis of their 1947 pur­ 
chases. 
►Industry may agree to Increase 
production of gasoline or fuel oil 
any time either product appears to 
be extrem ely scarce. 
►Industry com m ittees in shortage 
areas may recommend steps to pool 
supplies and transportation facili 
ties to meet critical needs. 
The plan was worked out by the 
Interfor Department, the National 
Petroleum Council and the Petro­ 
leum Industry Advisory Commit­ 
tee.

under close scrunity of the interior 
and justice departments.

There are 11.500 claim holders. 
John R. Harcha, state superin­ 
tendent of building and loan asso­ 
ciations, said the company has paid 
86k per cent of claim s against it. 
Distribution of the final dividend 
will make total paym ents 86ft per 
c en t 
State Commerce Director Fred 
J.’ Milligan said the final payment 
will close liquidation of a company 
that has served as “the guinea pig” ! 
lo legal battles over laws enacted 
during the depression to empower 
the state to m eet the financial 
crisis of the early 1930‘s. 
The Columbian was taken over| 
for liquidation March 25, 1933. 
State officials said that remain­ 
ing assets of the company were
